Tlie first meeting of the lonu serie.s to 
he held l)y Hon. E. G. Prior and Mr. 
Thomas I'larle liet'iveen now tinii jiollinsi 
i_i;iy took ))lii(;e latit eveiiiiif,' at Si. 1. tike's 
hall, Cedar Hill, tiiid from their Btand- 
point it was a most Batisfactory affair. 
The hest of (rood feeling prevailed 
tlirongliont, and t!ie interruptions re- 
eonleil were iiuiile ami dealt with in the 
must friendly sjiirit. 

Mr. li'rank.Sere w.'is tiniiiiinunisly ('ail- 
ed to tlieehttir, and liaviiig spoken w itli 
gratification of the large atteii<iiiiu 
said this was as it ought to lie, since the 
fanners' iiiturestH are bu liirt,'ely tit stake 
in this contest. 

IJon. v.. t-i. Prior beiiij; called as llic 
lirair speaker took the platform amidst 
applause. lie said Mr. ICarle and lie liiul 
been before the t-lectur.s lonj; enontth for 
it to be known what their policy is with- 
out tho issue of any adiJiuss — such as the 
opiioaitioii eandidates have been calliiif; 
for- ,-28pecially as they are tliorou{;lily in 
accord with the principles laid down in 
Sir Charles Tupper'a manifesto. There 
the policy of tlieCoiisorvalive party from 
the time of Confederation is ably [nit 
forward. The first plank was the con- 
solidation of the Dominion, bringing to- 
gether tlie theretofore separated i)rov- 
inces into one family. He eulogized tlie 
l''athei'8 of Confederation — giants in 
those days who did giants' work in con- 
solidatin;; the several parts after mutual 
coiiees.sioiis on all sides. The Liberal- 
Conservative party then had anil still 
have the 8tron(,'eHt faith in the country. 
The Liberal iKirt}- incliidus now the only 
men who have ever tried to break confed- 
eration— these being Mcssr.s. i'Mclding 
and Longley, who abotit. LS85 i rieil to 
eoiivince the people of the Maritime 
Provinces that it was to their interest to 
leave the eoiifederatiou. but happily did 
not succeed. He referred to some of the 
great works of the Liberal-Coiieervative 
juirty, including the building of the Ca- 
nadian Pacific railway ; the canals that 
anv-tbe wonder of the continent, tiix- 
tedn thousand miles of railroad, In- 
showed, are now in operation in this 
Dominion, brought about by the in- 
doinifable courage of the Conservative 
governments. The third ])lank in the 
platform is the dovelopment of the 
natuial resources, in the liope that this 
country may be built it]) as (.ireat Bri- 
tain and the I'liiled .Stutus have been. 
A tariff that has not been unduly protec- 
tive but fiuflicient to kee]! out the over- 
plus of oilier countries, bus accomiilish- 
ed much in this direction ; one hundred 
thousand farmers in 1-S7,S petit ioiicd lor 
such protection, and a large ilelegatioii 
of manufacturers similarly petitioned 
Mr. Mackenzie's government. Sir Rich- 
ard Cartwright gave the farmers thcjhis- 
torical answer, "Go home ajid work 
harder, and live more frugally." That 
was the only answer, e.Kcept that the 
government saiil that ibey were only 
Hies fill the wheel which was i^oiiig 
round with them while they coiilil not 
helpit. Ilehelieved, tirmlyand sincerely 
in the National Policy, as ho felt the 
majority of those pre.'ieiit at this meet- 
ing believe. i.\p))lnuse.) lie read tlie 
statistics showing the inarvellousgrowrn 
of industrial estalilishmenia under that 
policy. He heard the (|uestion asked 
liy the opposition, " Has the Xatioiial 
l\)!icy made you rich'?" — an absurti 
tiuestion to ask the average man, ho 
contended, whether about protection or 
free trade; but ho preferred the ques- 
tion, " Has the National Policy given 
you work?" and he read the evidence to 
show how it has given work. The last 
instance to hand is the manitfiicture of 
Cleveland bicycles in Toronto, giving 
employment to fiSf) pi'rsons who would 
not have had this work if the ('leveland 
])co|ile had Ijcen perinitteii to brink' their 
wheels made in the States into Canada 
without piiymcnt of duty. These work- 
men, of t:our8e, have to he fed with the 
produce of Canadian farmers ; as one of 
the most striking iiiBtancea of how pro- 
tection had benelitetl tho farmer he 
mentioned tho remarkable growth of the 
hog-raising industry. 

The fourth plank of the Liberal-Con- 
servative party is the eteamship sub- 
sidies to give facilities oti the Atlantic 
and on the I'ainlic for the transport of 
th(! produce ol this country to the mar- 
kets abroad, making u line of comuiuni- 
ciitioii from ICurope to Australia, to 
C!hin;i and Japan and the rest of jvsia. 
He did not think there was a single 
man in the room who would ujihold the 
Liberals in the course they have taken 
of opposing these subsidies whenever 
they have come before the House of 
Cominonfl. (Applause.) 

The next plank in the platform is prc- 
fereatial trade betnreen Qreat Britain 
and her colonies, which can supply to 
her all the needs of ber teeming popu- 
lation and make her thoroughly inde- 
pendent of every other country in the 
world. (Ap[)!auec.) Such a tarifl" as 
had been proposed could, lie felt con- 
fident, be put into oH'ect so as to leave 
her II1U8 thoroughly independent, and 
he believed that it is to Great Uritniii 
that Canada must look for her market 
rather than to the United Slates, which 
produce the same nrlicles as this Do- 
minion does. He looked forward with 
confidence to a conference on this sub- 
ject to bo arranged hy tho Hon. .losepli 
Ghamhorlain, one of the greatest men in 
the world to-day (applause); and a sig- 
nificant fact in this connection is the 
o&Vsr made .to the Cpbden Club by .Lord

To 
see that the Empire is consolidated and 
that we supply our own people in pl.tco 
ot letting strangers supply them is a 
grand work, and work tor men. 

He could show that it had been the 
nolicy of the Liberal-Conservative jiarty to 
look after the interests of tho farmer, and 
of what they have accomplished he gave an 
instance by making a comparison of liie 
iinporlatioiis of lireadslii ll's, which iiniicr 
the .N'ational I'olicy have enoniionsly di- 
miiiiHlied.

Ag.iiiist tlieiii 
wliiit would the iiuliviiiiial opinion anil 
ell'orts of -M r. Teni pieman anioiint lo~not 
to a liill of beans, ( Lauglitcr.) lie 
quoted from the speeches of the ojipositioii 
tnroiighoul the Last, with tlieir six poli- 
cies in as many years, while now they are 
at luggcrlicads as to what to call their 
policy, and contrasted this with the one 
policy of the Liberal-Conservatives, which 
they had stuck to since 1879 and would 
maintain during the ne.xt live years. (Ap- 
plause.) lie said this because he felt just 
as sure of the success of the < iovei'iiment as 
he did ol leaving the hall to-lli^dlt. (Uc- 
newed ap|)hiuse.) With a proleetiuiiist 
|ircsiuent in the United States and a pro- 
tectionist government in Canada, he felt 
that good times are in store for this contin- 
ent.

Sir Charles Tupper delivered a grand 
sjieeeh in which ho exposed the fallacies 
of the Jjibernl policy, lie called atten- 
ten to an inscription denouncing tho 
Earrer, Laurier and McCarthy combina- 
tion anil said that in LSDl Sir Jolin Mac- 
doiiald had exjiosed one of tho most 
despicable attempts to undermine this 
country made by that contemptible 
traitor I'arrer and now we find this same 
arch-traitor, this man who disgraced 
Canada antl Canadians, entering 
into an immoral, disreputable and 
disgraceful combination with Messrs. 
Farrer, Laurier and McCartliy. (Loud 
cheers and hisses.) The Premier then 
briefly alluded to the school question, 
and cited the able arguments of Hon. 
David ^Hll8 iii support of the govern- 
ment's position and referred to the man- 
ner ill which I'roteataiit riglits had been 
resiiected in the iiroviiice of (iuehec. 
Had the rights of tlie f-'rotestants in that 
[irovince been interfered with, as was 
the ease with the Catholics of IManitoba, 
there was not a Protestant jniliiit in 
Canada but would have properly de- 
nounced such iiiierlerence. Ho there- 
fore asked the support of all fair-minded 
Canadians for the policy of the govern- 
ment on this question. 

Tlie Journal (Independent) speaking 
of the Grit-Patron-McCartby exposure, 
says: "The unpleasant fact revealetl 
is that the Ontario Liberal whip, Mr. 
Sutherland, the orgtmizer, Mr. A. Smith, 
and Mr. Dalton McCartliy, have all been 
utilizing Mr. Edward Earrer's services, 
in place of showing respect to them- 
selves and theircountry hy allying them- 
selves only with people with decent 
records. As the Journal haa already 
remarked, Canadian i>olitical leaders 
should not show any tolenition of a man 
who, although now discredited and un- 
im3'ortant, was once in a position to do 
this country grave harm, and tried 
his best to accomplish it."

The notorious 
Ned Farrer worked a great deal, but ex- 
liressly stipulated that the payment for 
his services should not be made to him 
directly.

Bowser, Mr. Cowan again spoke 
twenty minutes, his followers giving 
him a rousing reception. The meeting 
was cloeed by R. G. Maxwell, the Lib- ' 
eral candidate. This was Mr, Maxwell's 
first appearance on the platform since 
bis nomination.

The ?»Iiigwunip mine on Red mountain 
will change owuerehip in a few days, 
the pajiers beinj; signed at Ivosslaud on 
Tuesday last. The mine is in good com- 
pany, being surrounded by the War 
lOaglo, Iron Mask, City of Spokane, Ued 
Moimtain and Gem mines. A conijiany 
will bo organized to work tbe 
property. The incorporators are: M. 
1). liallard, president of the National 
Bank of Commerce; ex-Mayor F. 1). 
Black, L. B. Parsons and Dr. 1'".. C. Kil- 
boiiriie, all of Seattle; Judge William 
Milviile, Newton Gilbert and A. W. 
Ranken, of Rossland; and Harold Se- 
lous, of Kelson, B.C. 

A letter from Rossland states that the 
18-inch ore chute in the St. Elmo has 
widened out to four and a half feet and 
asssya well in copper and gold. A full 
force of oO men has been eniployeil to go 
on with the wi)rk. 

Tlie vein on the Mayflower in tbe 
south belt has during the last few days 
opened up tin; full face of tbe tunnel 
in galena, carrying' 100 ounces in silver 
and from to .'f'iO in gold.

THFA' WANT A CARLK. 

Congress Petitioned by Citizens of Alaska 
in F;ivor of the Projected Cable 
to Asia. 

The Alaska Searchliiiht, published at 
Juneau, May 23, has tli,ia to say of the 
projected cable from Asia to the United 
States, by way of Alaska: 

"No one can better appreciate the 
advantages to be obtained by having 
telegraphic conimun icatioii with t lie out- 
side world, ami uarl icularly with other 
cities of tlie L'liitcd States, than the 
business men of Ibis city. A company 
has been formed whose reiircscntativcs 
will appeal to the jireseiit congre ss for 
necessary helii. 

" The plan of the company is to lay a 
cable having ilirect comiiunji'.'ation v.illi 
every city in the Union to Asia, via the 
Aleutian islands, giving telegrai)liiceoin- 
muniuution to Juneau, Sitku, St. Paul, 
LTualaska, Attn, and thence to a connec- 
tion with the Russian, Siberian and 
Japan system. 

" Representatives of the company are 
now in Russia and Japan endeavoring 
to interest those governments in the 
proposed plans and obtain from them 
some linancial assistance in the sliaiie 
of condiliciiial loans. No subsidy ia re- 
quested by this company. I'rom llie 
United States the rccjuest is made for a 
conditional loan and a charter to unite 
.Maska to the rest of the United States. 
The following petition is being circu- 
lated for signature in the dilleront Sound 
cities : 

"To the Congress of the United 
States: We, the undersigned residents 
of Alaska, earnestly petitijn conuress 
that Alaska be given telegraphic com- 
munication with the outside world. On 
account of the great increase in j)opula- 
tion, and the wonderful development of 
its resources, such communication is 
rendered absolutely necessary."

Mr. Bell Likely to Differ With the 
Other Experts iu His 
Figures. 



An A(ljounimcut Till Tliuisday to 
Enable Further Examiuation 
of tho Structure. 



The inquiry, into thu circiimatiinces 
incident to tlie disaster at Point KUice 
bridge waa continued yesterday and late 
in the afternoon waa adjourned over 
until Thursday mornini; aa Mr. Hell, one 
of the expt'il witnesses, hiis not luul 
time yet to elieek up his liiiures and to 
make aa thorouyli an exaniination of tlie 
Structure as lie would like. 

William Kockelt on beiiiL' reealleil 
Stated that he had nuuie a further ex- 
amination of the bridi^e antl found that 
the floor heaui in which was tlio broken 
hanj;er hud been bored with an inch and 
a half augur, wliile the hangeritaelf waa 
an inuh and a quarter square iron with a 
>.iingonal diumoter of one and tliree- 
([uarter inciies. The hanger seemed to 
be someu'liat bruised on the top, but 
■whetlier it liiid iieeu slediied tovlrivL' Ibe 
iron into the liole he could not siiy. ile 
could not liiui a knot at the break in tlie 
brashy track stringer. 

A. K. Wilniot, city engineer, re-called, 
renieiiibeicil tlie floor Ijeiun l)eiiig re- 
placed by Olark after the accident in 
18112; he liad a nieinoranduin in his 
diary showing Ihiit Clark was engaged, 
but could mil say wlicllier il was .Mr. 
Styles or hiinaelf peraoiuilly who en- 
Raged him. The annual report of i\lr. 
Cox last year as to Point Kllice bridge 
being in good condition was simply ajj- 
pended to the report of witness, who did 
not consider himself responsible for it; 
he did not think that it waa the break- 
ing of the stringer that had caused the 
accident, fcjr if everything else was 
sound he did not believe it would have 
broken first. Witness had ordered tiie 
inspection of the bridges in October last. 
Since he lia<l Ijeen city engineer lie liad 
never consideicil it his duty to exaniini! 
a bridge, as that was the duty ot tlie 
city carpenter; he had, however, exam- 
ined the bridges superficially some- 
times. 

A. J. Smith, builder, was an alderman 
in 1891 ; the tramway company then 
asked pernusaion to run their cars across 
Point Ellice bridge, and Mr. Jjcech, city 
engineer, was instructed to make an in- 
spection ; Mr. Leech, he believed, sent 
in a favorable report; witness was chair- 
man of the streets committee and was 
not eiitisticil with '.iie report ami he and 
Mr. Holland jihiuibed the bridge and 
found it had a list of seven inches up 
stream; this was reported to tlie council 
by him in ojien session, but whether in 
writing or not. he ditlnot rcnieniber; his 
report was m ell'cct that the bridge waa 
not sai"e for tramway trullh: and he re- 
comiiuMulcil anntiier inspecti(ni by the 
city engineer; lie reiiienibcred one alder- 
man at least '■ pooli-poohcd " llie idea 
of his setting up a contrary opinion to 
the engineer's, and Mr. I^eecli's report 
was adopted and the tramway company 
allowed to run tlieir cars on the bridge; 
the iiier oh tiie north side of the JCsnui- 
malt end of the span that wentdown bad 
a list 01 1)^ inches; that report he made 
in 1.S9] ; ho believed Joshua Htdhuid, 
who wtis also a member of the titieets 
couuniltee, had agreed with liim in re- 
gard to toe bridge; witness considered 
that Mr. Leech bad no: made a proper 
inspection of tlie bridge, and for that 
reason he made his own in8peciif>n; in 
1891 it was till? duty of llie ciiy engineer 
to make an inspection of all the bridges 
and report to the council through the 
streets comniil tee ; his remembrance 
was that cars were not running over tlie 
bridge when be made hia exaniination. 

Joshua Holland was an alderman and 
a member of the streets committee in 
1891; the ftruets committee then had 
doubts aa to tlie atiibility of the Point 
Ellice bridge for tramway traffic, and 
an examination was made by the chair- 
man, aa stated by the last witness. He 
coulil not reiiieiuber whether the city 
engineer's ii'port v.as made prior to or 
after that; wilncHs always had a doubt 
as to wbellier the briilge "was strong en- 
ough for tram wav tratlic.. 

T. West, recalled, stateil diat hir> opin- 
ion as to the way the bridge fid! agr(,'ed 
in the main with that of Mr. Locl;- 
wond. 

11. Croft, who was appointed jumt re- 
ceiver of the old tramway company 
with Mr. MvjlCilligan, in June last, bad 
never expressed any opinion as to the 
safely of the James Bay bridge while he 
was connected with the tramway to Mr. 
McKilligan or to imyono else, althoui/h 
five f)r six vears ago ho had casual ly 
mentioned to Mr. Core that the bridge 
seemed to liim rather light. He had 
not cxaiiiineil llie bridge, however, and 
never for a iiioiiient thought that the 
bridge, wan daimeroiis. 

W. ,1. Howler, city clerk, was next 
calleil. for tin- jiiirpose of jiroducing iiiin- 
uteaof the citv council that niiglit haven 
bearing on the I'uint K!lic-e hriilge. (hi 
June:}, 1891, the street committee re- 
ported Mr. West's letter of complaint 
of Mav ;-il, 1.S9I, already referred to. Mr. 
West's letter slated that the vibration 
of the bridge waa very bad, and the 
centre spans were leaning up the Coi ge ; 
the streets committee reported that they 
would look into the matter, and on 
August 19, 1891, the committee compos- 
ed of Aid. Smith, Holland and Richards 
reiiorted that '• Vour committee having 
instruc^ted the cil,y surveyor to examine 
Point lillice bridg(^ beg to report that 
one of the centre piers (that neare^U the 
harbor) delleclH from the pbimh line by 
about 5 inches In 15 feet ; all the other 
piers are vertical. The city surveyor is 
of opinion that the pier above mention- 
ed must have been built originilly in 
that position as the superstructure of 
the bridge is vertical." Thia report was 
adopted; the ininutea did not show any 
dissentient voice, but there might have 
been without the names being called 

H. P. Bell, civil engineer, had examin- 
ed Point Fdlice bridge and found the 

strain sheets correct for the assump- 
tions made at the time they were adopt- 
ed. The bridtre, bowevei , as actually 
constructed was not according to the 
weights assnuieii ; t'.iia woulil make a 
very ini|)ortaiit dill'erence ill the carry- 
ing capacity of the bri<lge, and by his 
figures it was, be believed, about oO per 
cent; the assumed dead load waa (iOO 
lbs. per loot while tlie actual weight was

MAKING OF BRITISH COLUMBIA. 

Going on at a Very Rapid Rate— How the 
Dominion Government Has Assisted. 

[From the Mall and Empire.] 

British Columbia has its U it landers, a 
coflsiderable and increasing body of gold 
hunters, who for the last two years have 
been thronging into the heart of the 
Kootenay district from the United States. 
The provincial government has not made 
the mistake committed by the Volks- 
raad of the Transvaal, however — that is, 
it has not loaded the new-comers with 
taxes. It liiia enacted a new min- 
ing law, not uiiliki; that in force 
in Ontario, and, tliouiili received with 
some muriiiiirs of dissati^-facl ion by 
the mining interests, it seems to be easy 
enough on Uni~i: interests. 

rrom the lime the tirst prospertors 
and diggers strui-k the trails oi iliu 
Ivootenay the work of development has 
giuie steadily oil. Perhajia not many of 
them have" turned up a lortune with 
their picka, but by their united labor 
they have added greatly to the wealth of 
Britieh Columbia, and materially to that 
of the whole country. They have made 
great changes in the solitude they found 
there. In a little over aix months Ross- 
land, startinir from nothing, sprang in- 
to a town of ;-i,(HM) people. On August 1, 
it became a jiort of entry, and in the fol- 
lowiiiu' four iiiontiis its imports amount- 
eil to $"29-1, om and its exjiorts to .flU9,0L';^. 
These ligures aH to population and trado 
are a considerable advance f(n- a few 
short, months, start imr from noiiiing. 
Most of the exports ivmsistcd of the uvv. 
of the War Kagle and be Km mines. 

Hut tbougii this tosvii of the Trail 
Creel; region lie.s made great progress it 
ia not the only iiartof the Kootenay that 
lias moved, b rom .Slocan, by way ul 
Kaslo, and by w ty of Xakiiai), great 
quantities ot silver lead ores have been 
shipped, while the smeltera of Nelson, 
Pilot Bay and Trail Creek are producing 
large iiuantities of matte and bullion. 
Tb(\«e Binelters add enormously to the 
bcnelit the province derives from its 
mining industry. It is only a few nionths 
since they were erected. Had it not 
been for the action of tlie Doiniuioii gov- 
ernment in granting a bounty on all 
ore smelted in the country, it i~ prob- 
able all our ore would still have oeen ex- 
ported to the United States to afford 
employment to hiboi engaged in the re- 
duction works of lOverett, I'tieblo, etc., 
instead of to people in Canada. Most of 
the labor engaged in the Nelrou, Pilot 
Bay and Trail Creek works may come 
fidiii the United States, but it adds to 
our population and wealth, and to the 
home market for fooHstuirs. 

Sini^e the bcKinning of the year there 
have been il-^OOO tons of silver-lead ore 
treated in Kootenay, and 7,000 tons ex- 
ported for treatment. To thi-i is to be 
added :S,(1()0 tons of gold ore shipped 
from Trail Crt-ek. Camps are H(;attered 
all over th" Kootenay count ry. souu! of 
them already promising to lie themudei 
of conaidera'ilt^ towns, tlapital has free- 
ly assisted labor, and, lilie it, comes tor 
the most jiart from the United States. 
But British investors are now taking a 
keen interest in the mines. Since last 
midsummer several have visited the 
country in person, syndicates have sent 
over mining experts to rejiort on the 
prospects, and l^ondon fimincial houses 
are handline Bonie of the best proper- 
ties. U Old Country investors put their 
hand to this mining enterprise there will 
be 11 ra|iid traiiafonnation in that corner 
of liritish Columbia.

The iiui'h^tiou of joint, or separate 
meetings appears to have been (.liseiisse<l 
in a kind of way at the Meteliosiii meet- 
ing. We were under the impression 
that that matter was settled previous to 
the opening of the oarapaign. It was 
understood that the nieetiiifis were to be 
separate. Tliat is, the Government 
candidates were to liave tlieir nieetiiics, 
and tlie Opposition oandiihites were to 
have theirs. This is a perfectly fair ar- 
rangement and does not imply coward- 
ice or intolerance on either side. 

At one time joint meetings in some of 
the provinces were the rule and separate 
meetings were the oxeeption. Xow the 
reverse is the ease all over the l)oniiiiioii. 
It was found that jviint niei'tiniis uere 
productive of disorder and ill-ieelintr. 
It was very hanl at those meetings to 
have a temperate and fair discussion of 
public questions. The discussions too 
frequently at them degenerated into ]ier- 
soiial squabbles between the eamliilates 
and the leading men of tlie tu o sides. 
Those meetings were lively, eertainly, 
but the livelincKS was obtained 
at the expense of good feeling 
and fair play. It was found 
that meetings held by the candidates of 
the two parties separately were orderly 
and that subjects were<liseupsed at them 
rationally and without undue heat. In 
course o! time they came to be iireferrcd 
by iirder-lovin;; people almost every- 
where. And they are eertainly in our 
opinion preferable to the scolding 
matches that were once so prevalent in 
this Dominion. 

Tiie Conservatives of this city, as we 
think, preferred, in the jiresenl 
<;ampaign, to liave separate meet- 
ings, not because they were afraid of tiie 
orators of the opposition hut because^ 
they wish.ed to have their political meet- 
ings conducted in a quiet and orderly 
manner. And we are much mistaken if 
the constituency as a whole, does not 
approve of the choice tliey have made. 

the Metcliosiii meeting; Mr. I'otrs, we 
iimk-rstand, \va;- invited to speak. lie 
dill not thrust liiniselt on tlie meeting. 
.Another Conservative, was I'ailed 
up repeatedly and energetically by 
Mr. Archer Martin, but when he rose 
that person notonly would not allow him 
to sneak hut deliberately insulted him. 
If Mr. Martin consiilers this conduct be- 
c<iniiiiga Liberal and a gentleman lie 
will in time Ihid that the electors are not 
of that opinion. 

PLAYED OUT. 

The Winnipeg Free Press declares that 
the electors of Manitoba are growing 
tired of the school question, not that 
they know all about it and have made 
up their minds with recard to the action 
they will take upon it; but that they 
now see clearly the use that is hoint; 
made of it by the politicians of the Op- 
position. Many of the latter don't care a 
button about the question ; but they see 
that by agitating it they can trade npon 
the convictions and the prejudicog of 
electors. These Manitobana resorit u.dng 
made tools of by lOiistern Grits and Mc- 
Carthyites, who are working the school 
(|uestion for all that it is worth for no 
other purpose than to gain votes. -The 
Winnipeg Free Press says in a recent 
issue : 

Fresh evidences occur daily t\::\t the 
people are beginning to agree with the 
statement made by the Free I'l-esn at 
the beginning of this contest that the 
Scliool Queatiow is a dead issue as be- 
tween the two great partiies of Canada. 
The reason is that they have begun to 
perceive the uses to which the politi- 
cians have iieea putting it: to gain votes 
by appeals to their feel in t's or preju- 
dices.

TBE PROSPECT IN TEE EAST. 

The St. Joiin Sun, which is one of th 
most judicious and moderate ol the Coii' 
sorvative papers of the Dominion and 
not by any means given to lioasting, 
considers the prospect of the Govern- 
ment in the ^laritime Provinces most 
encouraging. It says : 

In this Province even Mr. I>oiigley 
eonceiles a Government majority, ll is 
not certain that Mr. Laurier will jiet a 
supporter from the whole of Now lirnns- 
wii-k. There are, however, four or !ive 
seats where the (.ipposition liave a lijiht- 
ing elmnce. One can hardly oxjiect the 
Governir.eiit to make a clean sweep, and 
it may oe that the O|)i>osition will hold 
two seats, thou^th lliey are not likely to 
be the two tiiat were held in the hist 
bouse. At present no particular con- 
stituency in tliis province is conceded to 
the enemy, while three at least are prac- 
tically abandoned to the Government. 

In Kova Scotia the Grit party held 
less than one-third of the seals at the 
time of the diseolution. We see no sign 
of an iraprovenient in their position. 
On the contiary, there are indications 
that li.ith GiiyglKiro and Digby will be 
f uHid in tlio government camp after 
p illiiig day. 

Ill Prince Kdward island. Mr. Pavics 
lightly and cheerfully claimed all tbe 
seats at the beginning of the cniue.-l . 
The leader of the maritime province 
1.1 i 'Crals has by t his time modilied bis 
ideas. While Sir (.Tiarles Tjipper and 
Mr. Foster are stmnping all over Can- 
ada, Mr. Davies is keeping dose at home 
lighting for his life. He cannot leave 
the Island, and it is said that after hav- 
ing selected forliimself the .teat in <vhich 
he accu8e<i the Government of hiv- 
ing the Liberal!", he is in danger of per- 
6on.ll defeat at tlie hands of Mr. Miirlin, 
whom at first he all'ected to despise. 

The ."^1111 is ill a good position to form 
an intelligent forecast of tbe result of 
tbe election in the Maritime rrovinces. 
The territory is not very large and it is 
in a position to obtain accurate informa- 
tion. The conBtitncncies of those prov- 
inces do not change sides readily. There 
is in all of them a large Conservative 
element and under ordinary I'ircum- 
stances it is not very diliicult to teli liow 
the majority of them will go. ^V]len tbe 
ei'cunistaiices are extraordinary as they 
are now, those acquainted with the con- 
stituencies will be able to tell with toier- 
a ble accuracy the party which the cliange 
of circumstances will favor. We are 
therefore disposed to attach greater 
weiLdil to the forecasts of the St. .lohn 
Sun as far as they relate tothe Maritime 
Provinces then we do those of ottier pap- 
ers with regard to other Provinces. We 
have a notion that what Sir Richard 
Cnrtwright stigmatized as " the shreds 
and patches " of the Dominion will in 
1896 do as much to swell the Conserva- 
tive majority as thov did in 1891.

The strike, of tbe fishermen bn tLo 
Columbia ia still going on. Some of the 

striking fishenneu are doing what ^ley 
can to prevent others from fishing, 'and 
in onler to effect their purpose are re- 
soiting to ineasnreg for wliicli there can 
he no excuse. Persons engaged iiicaieli- 
ing salmon are fired at from the sliore. 
Two bodies were lately found in the 
river on which were marks of violence, 
and a boat was found mlrifi in wliich 
there weie bloodstains. Tiio conclusion 
is th:U the nieii in the boat Were killed 
and their bodies tlirowu into the 
river and weighted down by stones piled 
upon them. On the tUli inst., Mr. Sea- 
berg, a packer, who went to Astoria to 
remonstrate with the fishermen, had a 
narrow escape. A u exriu il woman tried 
10 inliueiice the cruwd :\iid succeeded so 
far that soiiu- >d I he uuMi threw oil' their 
coats preparatory to taking licr ailvice 
which was to throw -Mv. Seaberg into tlie 
river. He was rescued by the interfer- 
ence of a ITnitcil States marshal, who 
in order to pave his litearrested him. 
The strikers have rcfuivd all offers of 
coniproniise. 'Phe caiiiiers dei'lare that 
they cannot run llioir caiiiieries and i>ay 
live cent? iv poumi for the lish ; 
and the tis^hermen seemed to be 
convinced that this ia tbe case, 
tor they have refused to agree to the 
pioDositioti of oiip of the largest packers 
to run his caiim'i \ lliemsclves. jiay oper- 
ating fxpoii^cs ;'.n.l llic iMsli advanced 
to them ilnri ni: the w inter ; ,.r ii tiie 
union was unable to cnniiiiaiul tbe cap- 
ital to run the I'aiiiiery, the canning 
conijiany would commence operations at 
livecentsa pound, the lisherinen (o take 
their pay in canne<l halinon. Uoih o( 
these olTers apnenr to b« fair, hut they 
made no inipressi.in mi tin' sinkers. It 
Itis clear that if the imi^ui brlicvcd that 
the puckers would make ;i larpe prolit if 
tbc\- boiiulit tlie fresh saliiuni at live 
cents a pound they would have promptly 
accepted either of these otTers. What 
they expect to pain by resorting to vio- 
lence it is ditlicult to see.

THK DEM OCR ATS O.X SI/.VKR. 

It was at one time supiiosoil that the 
Democratic jiaiiy was sound on tbe 
money (]neslioii. The stand which the 
Democratic President lias taken on that 
issue lias met with the warm approval 
of all advocates of sound currency in tbe 
United States and elsewhere. It was 
natural to suppose that, the head of the 
party having such iirotionnced views on 
the money i]iiestion, and following so 
sound a policy, its rank and tile 
could not 1)0 very far astray. But it has 
been found that Mr. Cleveland is not in 
unison with his party on this very im- 
porlanl (piestion.

1 1 he prac- 
tical certainly that the ailvocaies nf 
lifl.y-cent ilollais will Iriuiiiph ii 
Illinois, liiiliaiia and Uliio swec) 
away all vestiges of doubt a.s Ic 
tbe complexion of t he I )eiiiocratic Na- 
tional (.■:i>iivcnti<in. That body will be 
dominated by the fi'ee silver politi.-ians 
from start lo liiiisli. It will repri'seiit 
not tbe I )eniocrai:y of .lel'fersoii, .lackson 
and Tilden, but the Democracy of Till- 
man, Altgold, Vest, Boles and Bland. It 
will rear another milestone in the de- 
generation of a once great party. It will 
(diallenge the manhood and honesty of 
the nation by a demand for semi-repudi- 
ation iiiid the wliolesaie debaflenienl of 
.\ merican ciirreiiry. 

This may be and very probably is a 
partisan vipw of the Democratic situ- 
ation, but that the Democrats as a party 
are shaky on tbe money question is a 
statement that cannot be questioned. 

It is true that Mr. McKinloy, the fav- 
orite of the Republi(!an party, has not 
taken a deciiled stand on the (iiiostion of 
the standards, lint those who (vmiplain of 
this most loudly are the Uei)uhlican8 
themselves. That party, as far as can be 
seen, is strongly opposed to the free 
coinage of silver, and the indications are 
lat if Mr. IShdC iiiley came out fairly and 
squarely for a single gold standard he 
would gain many more votesi than he 
would lose. His silence on the money 
question is evidently the only obstacle 
in the way of his choice as candidate for 
the office of. President by the whole, or 
nearly the whole, of the Republican

Rev. Solomon Cleaver Gives His Visws 
Upon the Kecent Disaster at 
Point Ellice. 

Eov. Soldiiinii Cleavfi-, paHlor ni tlio 
Meti'opulitau .Metliudiai chun-li, luldiuas- 
ed (I vui-y largo txin^i-fj^ation (ni Snndav 
evening; liiHt, hisj tlieriiu boiu^ the IViiU 
Ellict" Ijridgu disaytoi- siiul itH lent-oiiM. 
The diKcourac! was full of svmpalliy fur 
those who had lost near luid lU-ar oiic- 
by the c;atU8troi)lie, and ahoundiiig in 
incidentH of heroic cuuliu't wliicli re- 
lieved the sombre pieture of the scene of 
death. The text waa from Jer. VIII, lo, 
" Wo lo jk( d for peace batnogood came; 
aud for a time of health and behold 
trouble." 

In his introductory remarks the pastor 
of the Metropolitan said that he could 
not view the bridge diauater as " a judg- 
ment from God upon the wickedness of 
the people"; iifeither could he look up- 
on it an a "providential dispensation.'' 
Standing be.side the graves of the vic- 
tims, at whose funerala he hud been call- 
ed upon lo odiciate, lie had found it im- 
posaible to read with lionosty that, por- 
tion of the burial sorvieo of the cliurch 
which says: "Whereas it lias picaacii 
Alini;;hty liod in his wiae pruvid(Mico to 
take out of the world the soul of the de- 
parted." 

" I could not tnithtuUy say that," the 
preacher conliniicd, " and F did not say 
it. For I do not believe ihat there was 
any providence in it, except tlial 
merciful providence that held back and 
delivered so many who were uncc^naci- 
ously rushing forward into the jaws of 
death. I see a providence in the deliver- 
ance of BO many, but no dispensation of 
Divine providence in the destruction of 
one of lliosewho jierished. lint 1 do see 
a dispensation of human (^arck'ssiiCHH 
which has already cost us nuiny tear.'^, 
and wliich will and should coat u's many 
more before this crime atiainst the inno- 
cent has been expiated. 

"And r sincerely trust that there will 
be no shirking of res[)onsii)ility in this 
inveatisatioii — no whitewash intr of the 
guilty. It will be a kindness to otliers 
and prevent lieartac-lies in tlie future if 
justice is stern and exaiilinu now. In 
communities, municipalities anil cor- 
porations, as well as individual char- 
acters, it ia a cruel kindness to 
cover up a wrong that will leave 
a pitfall for other feet. I know 
that it is now too late to benelit the dead, 
and all our tears are of no avail to them ; 
but we may hope to warn and benefit 
the living. And this, as every other 
calamity, has its lessons for the living 
that we would do well to carefully pon- 
der. It has always been the case that 
the most iniportaiu lessons had to bi' 
burned into the souls of men with a hot 
iron, and our riches of experience we 
have purchased with the price of blood,." 



SHIPS AND SHIPPING. 

Bark " Salltelma " Goes to Port Blakeley 
for. Lumber— The "Quadra's" Work. 

Reports received hy cal'le concerning 
the luck of the \'icloria sealeis on the 
Japanese side indicate so far a smaller 
catch this year than last. In advi<-es to 
Messrs. li. V. Kitliet it Co. yesterday, 
the following arrivals at Hakodate were 
mentioned: Umbrina, with 740 skins; 
Allie I. Alear, 700; Fortuna, 477; and 
Aurora, 325. Oapt. J. G. Cos, of E. B. 
Marvin & Co., in a cablegram to that 
firm reported tlie Triumpli, with a catch 
of 500 skins, as having arrived at Hako- 
date. Although actual work will not 
begin for nearly two months, nearly all 
the sealers now in port are actively pre- 
paring for their ijchrin;g sea exjjedi- 
tions, and this week will see several 
away. The first to clear have been the 
iSoutli Bend, Osorev and .Seliua. These 
go direct to llie Coast for their Indian 
crews, sailing North afterwards. Cajit. 
C. F. Dillon, who has commanded the 
South Bend for several seasons, leaves 
again in char(;e of the vessel, carrying 
with him four white men, intending to 
complete his crew with ten Indians. J. 
G. Fulton, the owner of the Osprey, is 
also master of that craft, and his white 
crew numbers six, while the schooner 
will etinip with twice the number of ini- 
tive hiniters as the South J.'.end. The 
Shelby, wlpch was n^-idiristeiie<l the 
Selnia this year, will be in Ca;)!. Mohr- 
houfic's command this year. The lios- 
cowit/, tb'v.-t (jf schooners tthifted from 
the ui)])er harhcir to .James Bay yester- 
■day, where they will outUt for theit 
cruiseSi

The Teachings of History— "Don't Drop the 
Substance to Seize the Shadow." 

(Fi-oia ilie lliiiiilton Spectator, .lano t.) 

Young man : Vou don't know, person- 
ally, what went on in this city during 
the awful yi^ais of Mackenzie. Vou were 
then too yc tini: to understand how your 
father struggled and sufTercd. Since you 
have been old enough to understand 
these thiu;;s you liave always had 
the N ational Policy with you, Vou have 
had an easy time of it. Some of you do 
not know that ; but tliat is because you 
have had no experience under a revenue 
tiiriir policy. Uo not imagine that the 
National I'olicy l.as had nothing to do 
withthe ease with which you have made 
your living. Ask your f:dher how ho 
found it Ijefore the Natioiud I'olicy came 
to his rescue. 

Do not believe v ose who tell you they 
will ini[irovo the National Policy; that 
they will so readjust it that it will be of 
greater benelit to you and give you more 
work and higher wages. J'A-ery change 
llu'su jieople prii])ose til make will be a 
change for the worse. If, unfoi Innately , 
they should succeed, Iry reason of the 
foolishness of the young men, on getting 
into power, tliai very fact and the fearoi 
what is to come will paralyze business 
throughout Canada and close up the fae- 
'ories. That was theresultof the success 
of the " tariff reformers" in the United 
States three years tigo, and will be the re- 
sult in Canaiia surely if they succeed here. 

The National Policy is safe in the 
hands of those w bo brought it into e.\- 
e^leiice in iS7S; who fought fm- it t^ver 
since; who again and again di'feiited the 
enemy w ho soULrbl lo lay violent banils 
upon it, aud who are lighting for it now 
as tho oiu' thing which Canada nmst 
hold to it she is to succeed — it her peo|)le 
ari' to he prosjierous. 

Voting man : Vou cannot nfl'ord to 
trifle with the Nati(.)nal Pr)liey, whicii has 
done s(r muidi for your ct)untry ; which 
has done so much for you. Vou can- 
not afford to make any experiments 
with other policies: they have been 
tried before with ead effect. You can- 
not afford lo take any chances; if you 
would be safe vote for the maintenance 
of the National Policy— your only 
safeguaril and the country's only salva- 
tion. 

Pay no attention to those who say " it 
is time for a change." No change can 
he had which will not be for the worse. 
Let good enough alone. Don't drop the 
substance you have to seize the shadow 
the (irils ask you to inspect in the swift 
waters beneath you. 

Consult vour lather, young man, and 
discover w hat he thinks of the revenue 
taritl' plan — he has had experience of 
both plans.

Metuhosin was on Saturday the scene 
-of operationB of tlie " candidate, in the 
interest of the Opposition party," for eo 
Mesars. Ten)))leiniin and Milne still de- 
scribe themselves, although they have 
distinctly refiiKwl to accept the policy of 
the leader oi thu opposition on what 
they describe as the chief issue of the 
•campaiptn. There were present at the 
meeting several sympathizers from the 
city, inclading Messrs. Frank G. Rich- 
ards, Archer Martin, Geo. J. Cook and 
"W. .J. Ledingham. The nieetin«: was 
■held at the Agricultural hall, where Hov. 
Mr. Ellison took the chair after having 
been furnished with a programme read- 
ing : 

Mr. Tcniplenian. 
Dr. Milne. 

< )nc Conservative spcakur. 

Mr. Archer .Martin to close the debate. 

The wording of the programme is of 
interest in connection with an incident 
which occurred towards tlie close. Mr. 
Templeman on the trade question re- 
peated liin former aildresH. As to the 
trade iiolicy, he ii^jain ailiiiittcd th;it the 
National I'oliey tarilf has beiielited llie 
farmers oi tliis di^tiirt, but he 
endeavored to sliuvv that an 
injustice had been done lliem 
in that, as he alleged, the ])rotection to 
agricultural i)roduuts has been les j than 
that to niaiuifaetures. His latest idea 
of what the tarill' oui^ht to be was ^iven 
in the stateinent that if elected bo would 
favor a readjustment so as to make it 
apply equally to manufactures and agri- 
cultural products — " say a uniform tarill' 
of 25 per cent." He would also bo in 
favor of preferential trade between the 
colonies of the Empire, and he criticised 
Sir Charles Tupper for having, as Mr. 
Templeman said, endeavored " to make 
the preferential trade cry one jieculinrly 
liis own." 

As to the liritish I'aeilic, Jlr. Temple- 
man used milder language tiiaji at the 
other meetinijs, " very unfair " being 
now his description of Uol. Prior's state- 
ment to the Board of Trade that a grant 
for that road would have been asked 
from the House of Commons at the re- 
cent session but for the obstruction of 
the opposition party ; and Mr. Ker re- 
ceived some not flattering attention be- 
cause on Friday night be liad declined 
to read a confidential letter from Mr. 
Eithet on this subject. An evidence of 
how sadly lacking he was of material 
wherewith to attack Col. Prior in Met- 
chosin, was furnished when Mr. Tem- 
])leman repeated his alleged grievance 
about tlie [)rc)[Kisitiou to allow the 
residents in sub-divisions Nos. 10 and 
11 to have p(jllini,' iihiceg neaier 
to their homes, aud again describina; the 
hill as a " i;erryiuaiider " lie invited Mr. 
Potts, the secretary of the Liberal Con- 
servative Associatiini, to say what be 
could on this subject — for Mr. Temple- 
man had no doubt that Mr. Potts had 
had something to do witli " arranging 
the gerrymander." 

While Mr. Templeman told the Met- 
chosin people so much aliout subdivi- 
eions Nos. 10 and 11, with which they 
are not i)articularly concerneil, by a 
singular omission he did not refer to the 
argument used by Mia friend Mr. Martin 
that the polliui; station at Metchosin 
(No 12) .should be interfered with. Mr. 
'Martin, it must be remiiiiibered, inter- 
fere(l in this matter at the request of ^Ir. 
Templeman, and this is what he said in 
the House of (Jomuions: 

It appears iij nu! that if till' lion. Kentle- 
jiiiui IS gdiiii,' to iiali:h up his iiiillinf; divi- 
sions, he'ciiuhl nut do lirlter than improve 
Ko. 10. Why does he select No. 11 V If his 
reason is th"at there are too many voters 
there, why does he not rearrange No. 1'2 
where there are too few voters? One 
reason, no doubt, is that lie f;nl 
nearly all the votes in that polling' 
■subdivision— thirty against tliree east 
■OH the other side, lie comes here aud asks 
Parliament to take uii its time when it has 
other very important business lielbre it, to 
irerrymander the pulliiiL; subdi vision.s of 
Victoria, but lie leaves No. 12 untouched. 

Ill No. 10 there were .'I'il votes 

jiollcd ; ill No. 11, which the hon. gentle- 
man ]iro|iosi's to fierryniaiider, there were 
lilts votes polletl; in No. 12 there were only 
thirty-three votes polled. Now, if tlii' bon. 
gentleulun proposed to take 11 and 12 and 
put them together, he would havr in tln^ 
two plnces 331 votes. That would not lie 
too ninnvt" have i ii t wo polliiif,' clivi>iuns: 
it woulil' not lii^ cxriTdiiiL' the limits to 
ha vr :'.:ll voles liiviiU'il into t^.vo iioiliii),' 
jilaees. W hy .should CaiKula puyoiil.lor 
the )iurpos,> of Kivint; the hon. j,'en t leinan 's 
constituents 11 ehaiiee to vote for liiiii, the 
K;.\penditure for estahlishiug si.k pidliii;^; di- 
visions where two only are necessary V 

It niav bo mentioned that ^Ir. Potts 
b.ail gone to Metchosin on Saturday, ac- 
ooniiKinieil by .Mr. (.ieo. Husbby and Mr. 
H. If. .Macchinald. to make arrangements 
h)r the meeting b) 1)0 held liy .Messrs. 
]'ri(n- and I':arle on l''riday no.Kt, and 
though they atleniled the opposition 
meeting they did not go with any 
thought or intention of speaking. Put 
Mr. Potts, having been direcily chal- 
lenged by Mr. Templeman, rose in re- 
sponse as soon as that gentleman took 
his seat. Mr. Templeman, however, at 
once objected that by the prograuuno 
Pr. Milne was to speak next, and he 
called upon the chairman to carry out 
this arrangement. The chairman did so. 

Dr. Milne accordingly took the plat- 
form, dealing with the school question 
lirst, to the same effect as his colleague 
(but like him carefully refraining fnun 
mentioning that the governmont jnstiiv 
the remedial bill on the ground that it 
is carrying out a bargain solemnly en- 
tered into at confederation— lliH advisa- 
bility or otheru-ise of having Ki^[)arafe 
schools therefore, not entering into tlie 
.([aeation). Ho again attacked the .■\iis- 
tralian steamship nubsidies, because he 
says they enable "cheap mutton, cheap 
l)titter and cheap everything el«o to 
compete with our fiiriuers." (This mut- 
ton and butter has to l)o carried 7,000 
milffs and pay the protective duty before 



were interrupted by the timely qdestion 
from Mr. Fred. Argylu; 

" Do these Australian boats go back 
in ballast?" 

For answer Dr. Milne argued that the 
steamers had taken no natural farm 
products from this country, and there- 
fore are no advantage to the farmers. 
(British Colunihiii not raising sutlieient 
agricultural products to supply her own 
cities, of course could not aeiul any across 
the Pacific.) 

Mr. Argyle reminded the Doctor that 
the steamers take out other tilings, in- 
cluding a great deal of machinery made 
in Canada. 

Proeeedinu' to deal brielly with the 
British Paiilic matter. Dr. .Milne told 
how from the first he liad been a friend 
of that enter|)rise, and — bordering on 
ronianc(! — how at the provincial gen- 
eral election the people of Victoria were 
" I'oulish enough to elect a man who re- 
cently baa gone back on the project al- 
together." 

. Mr. Potts was then called upon by the 
chaiman, and came forward in re- 
sponse. He made a full and clear ex- 
planation of the voters' list matter, 
showing th t the Conservative Associ- 
ation and Col. Prior had but the one ob- 
ject in view — to make the voting easier 
for electors living farfromtown. The bill 
did not provide for adding to or takinix 
away a single name from the voters' 
Hat, tmd if Mr. Templeman tliniiglit it 
would have that effect, all be bad to do 
was to mention his belief, so that any 
defect in the bill could iie aiiituided. 
.Mr. Potts also dealt brielly with the a.r- 
gnini'iita of Mr. Teiii|)lenian ami Dr. 
Milne on othersubjecls. As he concluded 
Mr. Tompleuian asked him as secretary 
of the Conservative as.sociaiiou, to state 
whether or not opposition speakers 
would be given an opportunity to ad- 
dress the meeting called by Cul. Prior 
and Mr. Earle, and Mr. Potts replied 
that so far as he could say they would 
not be invited. 

Ml. 1^'raiik Richards here rose from 
the audience and held up what he said 
was a map showing the way in which it 
hud been pro|iosed to cut up all the divi- 
sions, and also a type-written document 
in the same connection. If those arc 
what they purport to be, it would be in- 
teresting to know how Mr. Riidiarda 
secured them, and if the jiaragraph in 
the opposition candidates' aildress about 
" the debasement of Canadian political 
life "applies to this transaction? The 
map and documents are in tlioiuselves 
of no importance. They represent mere- 
ly one suggested plan of re-division 
which on consideration was not adopted. 

Mr. A. Martin was the next speaker. 
His address was in matter and manner 
of the usual type, affording nearly an 
hour's relaxation. One characteristic 
incident occurred when he invited any 
person benelited by the National Policy 
to stand u|->. A respected resident of the 
district ilid stand \iyi, only to be insulted 
by iSlr. Martin who, when his victim at- 
tempted to toll in siiecitic terms why he 
rose, sio|)ped him, saying : " I have the 
lloor, I have the lloor ; I don't want yon 
to say anything ; I only wished to see 
yon; you are a curiosity." 

When this gentleman went forward to 
ask to be permitted to address the meet- 
ing, Mr. Templeman refused to allow 
him to be lieard, on the plea that oppo- 
sition speakers are not to tie invited to 
the government meeting, and that while 
he (Mr. Templeman) had made iirovision 
for one Oonservativo speaker, "that 
young man from the city" (Mr. Pottsl 
had intruded himself 1 And when Mr. 
llayward — the resident referred to — 
persisted that he oiii<lilto he allowed to 
say a few words under the circumstances, 
Mr. Templeman denounced his attempt 
to speak at this time as " most nu-l'rit- 
ish," and a " cowardly, eontempti hie 
Americanism." 

Then he calli'd for a vote of thanks to 
the chairman whic:!i was cordial ly tiiven. 
-Mr. Martin asked cheers for the t^ueen, 
and then —this time surely in a state of 
excitement " Three cheers for Prior" — 
(No mistake " Prior" he said), and im- 
mediately a hearty cheer went up, to 
Mr. Martin's evident discomfiture. 
When this was over lie proposed and 
gave himself what ho had intended to 
call for before — cheers for the opposition 
candidates. 



A DENIAL. 

The following is the rejily which Mr. 
William Templeman published in yes- 
terday evening's Times to the article 
headed " Ugly Threats " which we iiub- 
lislied in Sunday's Uoi.oNisr over the 
signature Cieo. .•\iiiorsen: 

For several years 1 have had a slight 
acipiaintance witli Mr. Ci^o. Ainorsen, 
having met him first when he was a 
waiter in city restaurants and nifne re- 
cently as the Victoria agent of the 
Tidende, a Scandinavian paper |)ublish- 
ed in Tacoma. 1 had the imiireasiou, 
received in conversation with Mr. 
Auiorsen, tliat liia political sympathies 
were with the Liberal cause. When, 
previous to the recent bye-election, he 
asked me to insert an address in the 
Tiilende, 1 riiadily consented, and writ- 
inj,' out a short. ' address 1 gave it to .Mr. 
.Viiiorsen with the rei|iu;st that li<> would 
have it translated and juiblishcd in the 
paper ho represented. This I believe 
was don^. Before; lie left my oliiee 1 <i.\'- 
pres.-ed the hope that hi; would be able 
"to assist me in the ccMilesI , and be cer- 
tainly left the impressiiiii on my mind 
that he was favorabh; to my camlida- 
ture. .-^fter the election I learned that 
.Mr. Aniorsen had been an active woiker 
for Col. Prior, having been engaged on 
polling day in taking voters to the poll. 
Some time ago I met him in tiie pust- 
otlice, when I expressed my surprise at 
the course he had pursued. His reply 
was that it was "business" tor him to 
act as he bad, and he inliiniiled to 
me very p'^iinly that he had been hired 
and jiaid for his work. lie would 
have pre-ferred, hi! said, to work 
in my behalf had it been made ])ossil)le 
for him to do so.

We 
have also to point out thai no sullicient 
reason is given for tlu^ maintenance 
of the barricade arruss tiic com]iany's 
tracks on that l)rid;;e, in that your 
engineer has reported that the briiige is 
sullicient for the purpose of the company — 
i.e.. for tram ivay trattic. Should it bo that, 
notwithstanding the engineer's report, you 
still think tiiat the bridge is unsafe fortnim 
trallic, we have to say that the company's 
engineer is .Mr. Geo. A. Keel'er, who will be 
))leased to confer with yon and your en- 
f;iiieer, M r. Wilmot, in the matter and lend 
any assistance professiiinally on the subject 
of 'tlu^ hridjie. AVe shiiiikl be gliid if your 
otlicers will point out tu him any imperfec- 
tions connected with the state of the 
bridge upon which the order of 
the coroorutiou is bused. We have 
to impress upon you the fact that the bridge 
is not the company's property, but the 
company have the ri'irht of user by statute 
and agreements conlirnied thereby. The 
convenience ol the pulilic is a matter for 
vour honorable body to consider, and great 
Inconvenience now ensues liy reason of the 
cars not passing over the bridge, and he- 
sides inconvenience to the ))iihlic serious 
linancial loss and damage falls on ihecoin- 
jhiny. This loss oiid damage the coni])any 
loolc to you to reimhiirso them, and such 
other steps will be taken In default of mat- 
ters being remedied as the company may 
be advised.
